SAN FRANCISCO, Juiy 29.—fEx- 
clusive Dispatch.] Both the Bulletin 
and the Call indulged today in violent 
onsliaughts against the five men on the 
Glass jury who voted fur acquittal.

“UNRESTRAINED TYRANNY.” 


System of Government in Congo Free

“Inasmuch as you are a member of 
the State Central Committee, I take 
liberty of addressing you and 
through you, the whole committee and 
all the Republican voters of Ohio, upon 
the questions so brought to our atten- 
tion. 

“At the Dayton convention of last 
year, which was a large representattve 
body, consisting of eight or nine hun- 
dred delegates chosen in the usual 
way, it was proposed by a great num- 


ber of the delegates to indorse a can- 
didate for the Presidency. I cpposed 
the proposition on the ground that Tt | 
Was not only premature, but also on 
the ground that the delegates to the 
convention have not been chosen with 
‘reference to that question, and that it 
would be an assumption of jurisdiction 
and authority that did not properly 
belong to them, and that their action 
could not be binding upon the next 
State convention, which must meet 
before the national convention in 1908, 
and that no action should be taken by 
that convention or anybody else that 
would forestall the people or: deny 
them the right to be heard on that all- 
important question. 
ARGUES AGAINST ACTION. 

“The present State Central Commit- 
tee, composed of onely twenty-one 
members, one from each Congressional 
district, were chosen by that cénven- 
tion. They were not selected with ref- 
erence to Presidential prefetences. 
They were chosen to be simply the ma- 
chinery of the party, representing its 
organization and empowered té call 
the next convention and transact such 
business as the last convention and the 
statutes of the State imposed: upon 
them. The selection of the candidate 
for the party is not one of these duties. 
Their action in now indorsing a candi- 
Gate for the Presidency would not, 
therefore, as Gov. Harris well says, 
be binding upon anybody, not even 
themselves, but it would be wholly 
outside of their jurisdiction and unau- 
thorized. It would be only the: same 
as the individual opinions of so many 
citizens of the State. 

“There would be much less excuse 
for a committee of twenty-one -mem- 
bers not chosen with refererice to 
Presidentia! references to settle a 
Question of that character than there 
would be for a convention composed of 
eight or nine hundred Republicans, and 
such action by the committee would 
be entitled to correspondingly less 
credit and responsibility. : 

“On a number of occasions herreto- 
fore I have stated that, so far as I 
have been individually concernéd as 
a citizen of Ohio, and as a member 
of the Republican party I did not think 
this question should be determined ex- 
cept in accordance with the expressed 
wish of the Republican voters of: Ohio, 
and that in view of the controversies 


of Ohio should be given an opportunity 
40 be heard before any action is taken 

y any committee or anybody not 
chosen by the people to represent: them 
in regard to this matter. ; 

FEARS FOR PARTY HARMONY. 

“In view of what Gov. Harris has 
seen fit to say, I trust it is not out 
of place for me to call attention to 
my former expressions of this! viey, 
apd to the report thet I do not think 
the State Central Committee has any 
@uthority to pas on any such subject, 
and I do not think it would prémote 
party harmony for it to undertake to 
anticipate the Republican voters of 
the State by speaking in advanre of 
action by them. : 

“I do not think anybody, as Gov. Har- 
ris well says, would regard such ac- 
tion as binding. I am sure I would not. 
and I do not think it could in any way 
promote party good in our State or 
advance the cause of Republicanism 
either in Ohlo or elsewhere. 

“In addition to these considerations, 
I think it is premature and bad : pol- 
jey to undertake itn this way to tnject 
the Presidential question and national 
politics in Ohio politics at a ‘time 
when we are concerned with our mu- 
nicipal elections, with respect to which 
it ‘should be the desire of every Re- 
publican to subordinate § everything 
that might stand in the way of united, 
harmonious and successful Republican 
effort. 

“When we are through with: the 
Clections of this year we can ‘take 
up in our orderly way and without 
injury to any interest, as the ‘next 
business to be transacted, the séttle- 


ment of our Presidential preferences. 

“] shall at that time, as I have 
heretg@fore announced, request the 
State Central Committée to order in 
a nee with the spirit and dec- 
laration of the platform adopted by 
the convention that assembled at Day” 
ton last year, that delegates for the 
next convention shall be selected in 
all the counties at primaries to be 
duly held under the law as it now 
stands, or such law as may be then 
in force, be in the 
change in the statutes 
Ohlo, jeable thereto. In this 
way we free ourselves entirely from 
the oft-repeated charges that have 
been made with too much grounds 
for them, that the action of our State 
conventions in recent years has not 
been governed by the voters who are 
supposed to be represented by the del- 
egates, but by committees, bosses and 
small coteries, with selfish interests in 
view. We have had admonition and 
warning that the people are justly dis- 
pleased with such practices. e shou 
not stubbornly disregard these warn-

State pride, we should unite in his 
support, and for that reason the com- 
mittee should take the proposed ac- 
tion dt this time so that the whole 
country may be advised what Ohio 
intends to do next year. 

“I see it stated almost every day in 
the newspapers @s a reason the 
claim that Ohio has only one candi- 
date for the Presidency, that I have 
not at any time announced my can- 
didacy for that office. It is true that 
I nave never made any such announce- 
ment. A candidate for the Presidency 
must assume, first, the great and se- 
rious responsl!bility of leading his 
party in the campaign, and, if suc- 
ceseful, as we hope @ expect to be, 
he must then assume the grave and 
serious responsibility of administering 
the executive office. These responsibil- 
ities are so grave and so serious that 
any man might well feel highly com- 
plimented and greatly honored to have 
his fellow-citizens name him in such 
a connection, but at the same time 
they are so grave and so serious that 
any ordinary man might well hesitate 
to prociaim himself qualified for such 
responsibility, or prefer. at least, to 
wak until urged by his party asso- 
clates to take upon himself such re- 
sponsibilities. Such a position is, at 
least, more in keeping with the high 
dignity of the office. Beside, it gives 
his party associates an opportunity to 
declare their deliberate, unbiased and 


unembarrassed ent which he 
should be willi to both wait for and 
abide by. 


“It is because I entertain opinions of 
this kind that I have not made any 
announcement of my candidacy for any 
office, and In view of what may be in- 
ferred from these expressions I do not 
deem it necessary that I should. But 
this is not a matter to be settled by 
sentiments of State pride, commenda- 
ble as they are. If there were no dif- 
ferences of opinion among Republicans, 
State pride would have great weight, 
but there are wide difference among 
Republicans of most vital character. 

“I do not refer to the re tion of 
railroads and trusts and corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce and 
large aggregations of capital, for on 
that point there is no substantial dif- 
ference of opinion am Republicans 
except as to the met s that must 
be resorted to for such regulation. I 
believe in such regulation and I was 
one of the first advocates of it. but TI 
have always advocated methods that 
are consistent with the constitution 
and the spirit of our institutions. In 
this connection I am happy to be able 
to point to the fact that I helped. 
as one of a sub-committee of three. 
to frame and put into its present form 
tr: Elkins Law, which is now univer- 
sally conceded to be the most effec. 
tive and expeditious that has ever 
been enacted on this subject and worth, 
measured by practical results. more 
than all other such statutes combined. 

TARIFF AS AN ISSUE. 

“The question I refer to ia not. 
therefore, regulation of trusts, rail- 
roads and interstate commerce, about 
which, as I have saki, we are all 
united, but the tariff quescen. 

“Every Republican has a right to 
espouse any view he may entertain, 
and inasmuch as Gov. Harris repre- 
sents that such is his view. I do not 
wonder that he prefers Secretary Taft 
as his candidate for the Presidency, for 
on a number of occasions Secretary 
Taft has taken pains to announce that 
he is in favor of an immediate re- 
vision of our tariff. I observe, aiso, 
that most of the leading supporters of 
Secretary Taft in our State entertain 
similar views, according to the expres- 
fions I have seen attributed to them 
in the newspapers, notal among 
them ex-Gov. Herrick and Hon. Theo- 
dore E. Burton. 

“When, therefore, we are asked to 
commit ourselves to the candidacy of 
Secretary Taft we must do fit with 
the fact in mind that he entertains 
these views he has expreseed on this 
subject, and that if wa make him our 
candidate the campaign of e necessity 
must be a campaign for a revision 
downward in the tariff schedules under 
which the country has been brought 
to an unprecedented but to a univer- 
sal prosperity. 

“There may be some duties too high 
and there may be some tuo low, and 
there may come a time, and will, no 
doubt, when there ought to be some 
changer made, but in view of the re- 
sults we are enjoying I do not think 
we should enter upon such work at 
this time, and I do not believe that we 
shoukid discredit what the Republican 
party has done for this country under 
the policies represented Dy the Dingley 
tariff law by making our cempaign of 
next year an attack upon that statute. 
especially, until we have some specifi- 
cation as to what duties are to be 
changed, with the reasons that are to 
be offered in support of such changes. 

“If we postpone the matter of set- 
tling our preference as to a candidate 
until we can go before the people and 
discuss this question, as we will have 
an opportunity to do if we s#lect our 
delegates to the next convention at 
primaries, our respective views can be 
presente’ and the peop'+ can judge be- 
tween us and thus act intelligently. 1! 
think this much is due to the farmers 
and the wage-workers, as well as to 
the manufacturers and other business 
men of our State who will necessarily 
be Immediately and seriousiy affected 
by any kind of tariff revision. 

“If we can be given time to discuss 
thie subject as I propose, I may change 
my views about It, but without further 
advices it is impossible for me, not- 
withstanding the high character and 
great ability and the distinguished ser- 
vices of Secretary Taft, to favor his 
candidacy. 

“Inasmuch as the time is short and 
this is designed for the public as well 
as for yourself and the committeé, I 
take the liberty of giving a copy of 
it to the public press at the same time 
I put it In the mail.

“The order of Judge Pritchard in 
the Virginia case is outrageous,” says 
Gov. Swanson. “He says the fixing of 
a rate by the corporation commission 
is a legia.ative act. and yet he re- 
strains this legislative body. in Virginia 
from doing what is absolutely neces 
sary to complete an act of legisiation 
under our Constitution. The Corpora- 
tion Commiasion is paramount to the 
General Assembly of Virginia in fixing 
rates.

A few blocks away Henry, who has 
long been demented, is in jail. He 
hardly realizes the terrible thing he 
has done. 

Maj. Huntington ts one of the best 
known Americans in Paris. He and 
his family have long taken a promi- 
nent x in the social and official gay- 
,ety of the French capital. He is a re- 
tired army officer, and has taken up 
his residence abroad. He formerly 
lived in Chicago, where he was an as- 
sociate of those prominent in army and 
business circles. Henry, who is the 
youngest son of Maj. Huntington, has 
been considered unbalanced mentally 
for years. He has a mania that he had 
solved the science of curing any dis- 
ease, and he constantly concocted the 
most preposterous remedies. Yester- 
day he intruded into the bedroom of 
his parent, mumbling about his father 
not, receiving proper treatment. The 
family tried to persuade him to go into 
the drawing-room, but he refused, and 
insisted the only way to cure his 
father was to administer the blood of 
a dog mixed with sea water, a remedy 
which he had invented. His brother 
attempted to remove him, when the 
shooting occurred. 


PERIGH WHILE FLEEING. | 


Twenty Persong Lost Their Lives in 
New York Tenement House 
Fire. 

(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A 
NEW YORK, July 29.—After an all- 
night search of the ruins of the six- 
story tenement at No. 222 Christie 
street, which was burned shortly after 
midnight, the police announced that 
there were twenty victimes of the fire. 

The bodies of the dead were found in 
all sorta of unexpected places where 
-they had fled. Almost all of the bodies 
were burned beyond recognition, and 
many to such an extent that it was im- 
possible to distinguish the sex. A ma- 
jority of the victims, the people be- 
lieve, were women and children. 

The burned building was one of those 
old-fashioned tenements common to 
the Kast Side, with a store on the 
ground floor and the apartments up- 
stairs, crowded with tenants, mainly 
Italians. The fire started in the store 
and swept through the building with 
such rapidity that a fifth of the 100

FOR AUTO CUP RACES.

EW YORK, 


Ne Vanderbilt Cup race in this’ 
country this year, but the demand of 
manufacturers for a stock chassis en- 
durance race is not likely to be com- 
plied with immediately, in so far as 
the American Automobile Association 
is concerned, 

That organization has intrenched it- 
self behind a decision not to promute a 
road race of any kind without ade- 
quate protection from militia or police.

DUARTE RECOGNITION. 


Methods Empicyed in in Packing House 
There to Be Described in 
Government Publication. 

DUARTE, July 28.—The packing- 
house of the Duarte-Monrovia Fruit 
Exchange is to receive recognition in 
a federal publication. This packing- 
house is credited with being not only 
one of the largest in the State, but 
one of the first two or three in the 
superiority of equipment. The forth- 
confing monograph, ‘““The Handling of 
Citrus Fruits,”’ prepared for the United 
States Agricultural Department, by 
Prof. L. H. Batley. director 6f the ex- 
periment station at Cornell University, 
will include a deseription of its distin- 
guishing features and illustrations of 
interior arrangements. 

The method of washing and drying 
fruit bas been perfected in the past 
season by Foreman Ed. Howard. The 
old way of washing oranges and lem- 
ons was by hand or mechanical brush. 
the drying being done on racks ex- 
posed to the sun. During cloudy 
weather the method was slow and un- 
satisfactory: moreover a large percent- 
age of the fruit was so badly bruised 
that it spoiled-in transit. Mr. Howard 
has perfected a spiral brush which 
cleans the fruit without subjecting it 
to pres@ure. and the dry! is done 
inside the house by means of a blower. 
Rainy or cloudy weather makes but 
slight difference. . The method was 
first used this son. 

This process not ° only thoroughly 
dries the fruit but cools it, thus sup- 
piying to a great extent, the cold 
storage advised by Government Expert 
G. H. Powell as a preliminat to ship- 
ping in warm weather. 

Az a result of this method prices for 
washed fruit this season have equalled 
brushed fruit prices and the percent- 
age of decay has been phenomenally 
small, poseibly the lowest in the his- 
tory .of the exchange. The condition 
in which the fruit reached the market 
has occasioned much wondering com- 
ment among eastern brokefs.
